CONGREGATIONALISM 
PBliLE^CY. 

We  do  not  need  to, invite  the  attention  of 
our  readers  to  the  report  which  will  be  found  on 
the  next  page,  of  the  Council  held  in  this  city, 
last  week,  in  regard  to  the  matters  in  the 
Church  of  the  J’uritans.  The  notoriety  given 
to  this  case,  by  reports  in  the  daily  papers, 
will  be  sure  to  excite  a  lively  curiosity  to  know 
the  result  We  have  endeavored  to  give  a  can¬ 
did  statement  of  the  facts.  The  Scribe  has 
furnished  us  the  Official  Records,  from  which 
our  tenders  may  obtain  a  complete  survey  of 
the  whole  case.  They  will  observe  several 
things ; 

First.  The  composition  of  the  Council.  Let 
the  reader  look  over  the  list  of  names,  and  we 
think  he  will  agree  with  us,  that  New  England 
has  nothing  better  to  show.  There  sat  Dr. 
Dwight  of  Portland,  and  Dr.  Hatves  of  Hart¬ 
ford,  and  Dr.  Bacon  of  New  Haven ;  Dr.  Davis 
of  Westfield,  and  Dr.  Swain  of  Providence,  and 
Dr.  Palmer  of  Albany ;  beside  Dr.  Thompson 
of  this  city,  and  Drs.  Storrs,  Buddington,  and 
Clark  of  Brooklyn.  With  these,  also,  were  a 
number  of  well-known  laymen.  Rev.  S.  G. 
Buckingham  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  was  the 
Scribe,  and  Prof.  Porter  of  New  Haven,  argued 
the  case  for  the  appellants.  Such  a  body  of  men 
would  command  respect  anywhere.  Indeed,  to 
the  members  selected  there  was  no  objection  from 
any  quarter.  Deacon  Gilman,  the  excellent 
representative  from  the  Church  of  the  Puritans 
— than  whom  no  man  among  us  is  more  highly 
respected  by  men  of  all  churches — stated  dis 
tinctly,  that  if  they  had  themselves  selected  the 
Council,  they  could  not  have  chosen  a  better  one 
Second.  Observe  the  Question  before  the  Coun 
cil.  It  was  not  in  regard  to  the  old  troubles 
which  bad  divided  the  church  a  year  or  two  ago 
not  whether  these  aggrieved  members  were 
wrong,  or  the  church  wrong,  or  the  pastor 
wrong ;  hut  simply  and  solely  whether  the 
church  had  a  right  to  refuse  the  customary  let 
ters  of  dismission  and  recommendation  to  mem 
hers  against  whom  it  did  not  bring  charges,  and 
whom  it  did  not  summon  to  trial. 

Third.  The  Decision  on  these  points  was 
very  clear  and  unambiguous.  The  principles 
involved  and  decided  (so  far  as  a  Council  can 
decide),  were  substautially  these  ; 

“  1.  Members  who  receive  letters  of  dismiss¬ 
ion  and  recommendation  to  other  churches,  should 
have  full  letters,  not  containing  implied  censure ; 
and  if  the  church  cannot  give  such  letters,  it 
should  give  none  at  all,  but  should  discipline  the 
members  in  a  regular  way,  by  complaint  and 
trial. 

“  2.  After  letters  are  given,  the  persons  re¬ 
ceiving  them  continue  their  memharship  as  be¬ 
fore,  until  received  into  another  church. 

“  3.  The  church  has  no  right  to  cut  off  such 
members  from  its  watch  and  care  wi'Jjout  a  reg¬ 
ular  course  of  discipline. 

“  4.  Brethren  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  the 
church  are  entitled  to  a  mutual  council,  and  the 
church  does  wrong  to  refuse  it 

“6.  If  it  is  refused,  tlie  aggrieved  brethren 
may  call  a  Council  tx  parte,  and  its  decision 
may  place  the  brethren  in  good  standing  with 
sister  churches.” 

But  the  main  interest  of  this  Council  turns 
on  a  question  further  back.  Whether  there  is  in 
pure  Congregatioaalism  any  such  power  of  re¬ 
vision  and  control  in  regard  to  the  action  of  a 
particular  church,  as  the  existence  of  this  Coun¬ 
cil  would  imply  ? 

The  Council  ittelf  seemed  to  have  no  doubt  on 
,  this  point.  It  had  no  scruples  as  to  its  compe¬ 
tence  to  hit  on  the  matters  suhmiited  to  it,  as  it 
very  clearly  showed  by  its  unanimous  vote.  The 
three  editors  of  the  Independent  voted  aye,  with¬ 
out  deeming  that  they  were  overstepping  the 
limits  of  their  authority. 

This  action  is  fiunded  on  a  long-established 
practice  of  the  churches  of  New  England  to 
refer  cases  of  difficulty  to  a  Council  composed  of 
ministers  and  delegates  from  other  churches. 
These  are  sometimes  called  by  mutual  consent, 
in  which  ca^ethopart'es  are  held  bound  to  abide 
by  the  decision  ;  at  oihtr  times  by  one  side  or 
other,  in  which  case  tliiiy  arc  styled  exparte  Coun¬ 
cils.  These  temporary  assemblies  of  ministers 
serve  among  the  Congregational  churches  the 
purpose  which  Presbyicrics  do  with  ns,  except 
that  they  have  no  jndicial  authority.  They  are 
merely  advisory  bodies,  and  if  &  particular

night  he  was  announced  to  preach  on  Slavery, 
showing  that  Abraham  was  not  a  slaveholder ; 
and  though  Abraham  was  some  thousands  of 
years  off,  he  managed,  before  he  got  through,  to 
come  down  to  the  ex  parte  Council.  The  house 
was  crowded,  in  expectation  of  a  thunderbolt. 
Nor  were  the  audience  disappointed.  For  two 
hours  he  poured  out  a  stream  of  red  hot  lava 
on  the  abominations  of  Slavery.  Towards  the 
close,  he  diverged  to  speak  of  the  rights  of  the 
churches  as  invaded  by  the  recent  Council.  It 
was  evident  that  he  regarded  the  thing  as  a 
grand  impertinence.  He  repudiated  this  foreign 
intervention  in  their  domestic  affairs.  We 
quote  a  few  paragraphs,  and — lest  any  one 
should  tbiok  that  we  have  taken  them  from  the 
rapid  sketch  of  newspaper  reporters,  who  very 
often  sadly  misrepresent  a  speaker  by  putting 
in  something  which  he  did  not  say,  or  leaving 
out  what  is  most  material — we  would  add  that 
we  heard  the  sermon,  and  that,  at  our  rcijuest, 
the  following  extract  wa.s  very  kindly  furnislied 
to  us  by  Dr.  Cheever  himself,  with  full  permis¬ 
sion  to  use  it,  as  we  now  do  : — 

“In  our-examination  of  the  Word  of  God,  we 
are  not  an  cx  parte  countil,  the  very  condition 
of  whose  action  and  decision  in  the  premises  is 
that  they  shall  not  enter  into  any  investigitions 
of  the  merits  of  the  case,  nor  inquire  as  to  the 
previous  conduct  of  the  parties.  We  take  sla¬ 
very  and  the  slaveholder,  and  carry  the  sin  and 
its  abettors  back  to  Its  origin,  and  set  them  un¬ 
der  the  burning  judgment  of  the  Word  of  God. 
And  this  shows  the  folly  of  the  talk  you  so  often 
hear  about  slavery  in  the  Bible,  or  the  slavery 
of  the  Bible,  or  the  difficulty  and  trouble  of  dis- 
po.sing  of  slavery  as  you  find  it  in  the  Bible, 
when  in  fact  there  is  no  such  thing  there  at  ali, 
hut  it  is  exscinded  and  expelled  by  and  from  the 
Bible,  and  Is  no  difficulty  or  trouble  in  any  way. 
It  reminds  us,  to  compare  small  things  with

Tne 
Committee  professedly  employ  no  agents,  and 
yet  we  doubt  whether  there  is  a  society  in  the 
land  which  really  has  so  many  agents  as  this 
organization.  They  are  found  in  nearly  all  our 
churches.  Miuy  cf  them  arc  present  at  all  the 
meetings  of  our  Presbyteries.

We  have 
been  able  to  make  a.  goi'd  beginning;  we  Lave 
everything  to  cnc<.urag6  us :  the  number  of  esu- 
didates  for  the  ui'iiUiry  is  on  f  be  iuercase.  But 
steady,  iiersevericg  effort  will  be  rcijuired  to  do 
what  we  ought  to  do.  'The  quc.stion  is  now 
brought  distiuctly  btf  .re  ihe  churches,  whetlicr 
they  will  take  a  step  in  advaucc,  and  provide 
the  means  ot  aiuing  those  who  are  propariug 
for  C'olh  ge,  iu  the  cxpLCtatiou  ai  'l  with  the  aim 
of  Cixteriog  the  miiibtry.

poor  success  which  has  attended  its  praiseworthy 
and  persevering  cndeavor.3.  It  is  a  thankless 
task  to  calumniate  good  men  and  Christian  in¬ 
stitutions,  and  especially  arc  they  to  be  coinmis- 
serated,  who,  after  all  the  huoniiation  of  such 
an  afteinpt,  utterly  fail  of  producing  any  iaipres- 
sioD.  In  spite  of  all  the  notes  of  alarm  sounded 
by  a  journal  which  is  carried  away  by  its  zeal 
for  the  feith,  in  spite  of  ominous  whisper?,  dc- 
.sigued  to  excite  suspicion,  and  to  scare  away 
students,  still  they  will  come,  and  in  greater 
and  greater  numbers  every  year.  Nay  (and  thi.s 
is  the  uakindo.st  eat  of  all),  they  come  in  alarm¬ 
ing  numbers  even  froni  the  hills  of  New  Eng¬ 
land.  The  funds  increase  iu  like  proportion. 
Its  friends  are  just  completing  its  endowment 
of  two  hundred  thousand  doViars.  The  insti¬ 
tution  will  thus  be  placed  on  a  permanent 
foundation.  All  this,  while  a  initUr  of  inward 
grief  to  our  neighbor,  is  to  us  a  sourc  e  of  great 
satisfactioD.  Wc  witness  its  gro.virg  strength 
and  uuinheis — not  with  prid:,  but  with  a  far 
higher  feeling,  with  devout  gratitude  to  Gnd, 
who  has  plani.ed  in  the  hcarii  of  ibis  populous 
and  wicked  city,  a  noble  instirudon  of  sacred 
leaniifig,  to  be  a  bulwark  again.st  all  the  in¬ 
fluences  of  worldiiness  and  infidelity — a  strong 
tower  amid  tin;  churebes  which  gather  around 
it,  and  which  are  manned  and  guarded  by  its 
sons.  Already  in  a  quarter  of  o  century  it  has 
raised  up  huoxilreds  of  faithful  ministers  and  de¬ 
voted  ruis.sionarics  of  the  CfOis.  What  untoid 
blcs.dngs  will  flow  from  it  in  a  buadred  year,s  to 
come!  Is  it  f.lien  too  much  to  apply  to  such 
a  fouuulu  of  Chiistiau  mflueuces,  the  language 
used  in  regard  to  the  Church  :  “  There  is  a  river 
the  streams  wbe.teof  s^all  make  glad  the  city 
of  God.  God  is  in  the  mid.st  of  her,  Sibe  shall 
not  b:5  moved.”

But  under  the  system  of  Congrega¬ 
tionalism,  though  the  government  is  primarily  in 
the  hands  of  the  brethren,  oonstituting  a  perfect 
democracy,  and  though  there  are  no  courts  of 
judicature,  to  which  an  appeal  can  be  taken, 
yet  the  churches  are  associated  together  on  the 
principle  of  good  fellowship  and  communion, 
and  are  held  under  obligation  to  regard  the  ad* 


Here  there  is  a  wide  difference  ot  opinion. 
If  the  Council  are  right,  Dr.  Cheever,  by  this 
bold  defiance,  places  himself  almost  in  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  an  ecclesiastical  outlaw.  He  is  a  sort 
of  Rob  Roy  in  the  camp.  On  ihe  other  hand, 
if  be  is  right,  this  famous  Council  do  not  ap¬ 
pear  in  great  dignity.  This  grand  marshalling 
of  Doctors  of  Divinity  is  nothing  better  than  a 
solemn  farce.  They  have  performed  tiie  gal¬ 
lant  feat  of  the  King  of  France:

Such  facts  speak  volume?  in  f.tvor  of  the 
course  which  the  General  xY.ss(;mbIy’s  Perma¬ 
nent  Committee  are  pursuing  in  endeavoring  to 
lay  the  re.“ponsibilitj  of  this  work  on  the  hearts 
and  conscieiici's  of  Chri-itians,  a'od  urging  them 
to  do  it  thremgh  their  ordinary  eceb.-sisstical 
channels,  and  not  through  agencies.

PERSONAL  AND  LITERARY. 

Hamilton  Colleob. — The  Utica  papers  give  a 
most  encouraging  account  of  the  efforts  in  behalf  of 
the  endowment  for  Hamilton  College.  President 
Fisher  preached  on  the  claims  of  the  institution  on 
Sabbath  evening.  The  young  men  of  Utica  have 
resolved  to  raise  $20,000  to  endow  a  professorship 
for  Prof.  Upson,  who  is  a  native  of  that  city. 

According  to  Dr.  L.  A.  Frankel  there  are  now

Dr.  Rice’s  Prxsbytbriam  Expositor  (Chicago), 
for  February,  devotes  over  seven  pages  to  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Slavery  in  the  Old  School  Presbyterian 
Church.  Our  remarks  on  the  Armstrong  and  Van 
Rensselaer  Controversy  were  in  part  the  innocent 
occasion,  for  this  lengthy  vindicatiou  The  Editor 
ofisets  our  remarks  by  those  of  Southern  ministers, 
who  charge  that  the  Old  School  is  “a  decidedly 
Abolitionist  body.”  Without  looking  at  the  facts, 
the  Editor  balances  the  two  statements,  and  con¬ 
tends  that  they  neutralize  each  other.  He  evi¬ 
dently  had  no  dLsposition  to  find  them  both  true. 
Yet  are  not  the  standard  utterances  of  the  Church 
on  one  side,  and  the  psoclivities  of  its  Southern 
members  on  the  other  1  Are  Drs.  Armstrong  and 
Van  Rensselaer  really  of  one  mind?  Does  Dr. 
Rice  himself  endorse  the  antagonist  of  the  Editor 
of  the  Preibyterian  Magazine?  Does  he  believe 
that  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  Northwest 
can  prosper  under  the  incubus  of  such  an  endorse¬ 
ment?  We  believe  he  has  the  sagacity  to  per¬ 
ceive  the  real  state  of  the  case,  and  we  think 
we  can  see  in  the  tone  of  his  article,  the  infiuence 
of  the  ur  of  Chicago.  He  approves  of  the  dis¬ 
cussion  between  Drs.  Armstrong  and  Van  Rensse¬ 
laer,  and  commends  it  to  perusal.  This  is  well. 
It  is  our  o^n  judgment.  The  very  fact  that  the 
discussion  has  been  so  courteously  conducted  de¬ 
serves  commendation,  and  will  give  it  greater  in- 
fiuenra. 

Dr.  Rice  has  but  two  words  in  his  Slavery  vo¬ 
cabulary.  They  are  Pro-Slavery  and  Abolitioniim. 
He  declares  that  the  Old  School  will  adhere  to 
neither,  but  is  very  careful  not  to  say,  that  she 
must  be  anti-slavery.  That  is  a  word  he  does  not 
use.  We  admire  his  skill  in  circumlocution  to 
avoid  it.  But  our  impression  is,  that  with  a  North¬ 
ern  atmosphere  around  him,  he  will  be  able  to  pro¬ 
nounce  it  before  long.  Meanwhile  we  will  accept 
his  declaration,  that  the  Church  with  which  he  is 
(Xinnected  “never  has  been,  never  wiM  be,  Pro-Slavery.^^ 
The  declaration  has  more  significance  thAn  some 
might  suppose,  when  taken  in  connection  with 
another  statement,  that  “the  Methodist  Church  has 
been  divided,  and  one  part  of  it  is  drifting  toward 
extreme  Pro-Slaveryism.^'  We  shall  not  despur 
altogether,  of  yet  finding  the  Expositor  side  by 
side  with  the  Presbyterian  Magazine.  More  than 
this  we  should  not  ask. 

“  The  Atonement,  in  its  Relations  to  Law 
AND  Moral  Government,”  is  the  title  of  a  new 
work  by  Rev.  Albert  Barnes,  just  issued  by  Parry 
k  McMillan,  of  Philadelphia.  It  treats  the  s^ibject 
in  a  manner  at  once  original  and  conclusive^  ^Tlie 
plan  of  the  argument  reminds  ns  often  «  tae 
method  of  Butler’s  Analogy.  We  have  fint,  an 
a  priori  argument  as  to  the  objects  to  be  secured 
by  an  Atonement,  in  illustrating  which,  the  author 
presents,  with  great  clearness  and  force,  the  difiS- 
culties  and  embarrassments  of  human  governments 
in  bestowing  pardon  for  the  want  of  such  a  pro¬ 
vision.  The  antecedent  probabilities  of  an  Atone¬ 
ment  in  connection  with  the  Divine  government, 
are  then  (xmsidered,  and  its  necessity  clearly  evinc¬ 
ed.  The  way  is  thus  prepared  for  a  discriminating 
disquisition  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  an  Atone¬ 
ment,  and  the  precise  and  definite  ends  which  it 
is  to  meet  and  answer.  Turning  then  to  the  rev-^ 
elation  of  God’s  mercy  in  Christ,  His  sacrifice  is 
seen  to  meet  all  the  requisitions  of  human  necessi-  | 
ty,  and  the  mind  accepts,  with  grateful  surprise, 
this  manifestation  of  the  wisdom  and  mercy  and  ' 
justice  of  God,  in  which  the  provision  for  pardon 
is  made.  The  claims  of  justice  are  sacredly  re¬ 
garded,  the  welfare  of  the  universe  is  secured 
against  all  irjury,  and  man  is  plai^d  in  a  condition 
in  which,  by  accepting  the  provision  made,  he  (xm 
hope  for  pardon. 

The  volume  closes  with  a  chapter  on  the  extent 
of  the  Atonement.  This  part  of  the  general  sub¬ 
ject  has  new  light  thrown  upon  it  by  what  has 
preceded.  The  whole  discussion  is  eminently 
worthy  of  careful  perusal ;  and  a  (Xindid  considera¬ 
tion  of  its  positions  would  altogether  obviate 
many  of  the  ra'^h,  reckless,  and  unfounded  objec¬ 
tions  which  Socinian  and  infidel  errorists  have 
)  thrown  out  i^ainst  it.

The  reduction  of  loans  and  discounts  daring  the 
week  is  larger^ than  was  generally  expected,  and 
shows  a  very  considerable  and  favorable  cheek  on 
tbe  expansion  of  January.

The  admission  of  Oregon  has  added  to  Congress  !

Congress  has  also  passed  the  bill,  to  give  to  each 
State  20,000  acres  of  public  lands  for  its  every  ' 
representative  to  Congress,  tthestablisb  a  fund  for  ] 
the  benefit  of  agricultural  schixils  and  colleges; 
and  tbe  suixiesa  of  this  most  promising  and  useful 
measure  now  rests  with  tbe  President.  Some  say  ' 
that  he  will,  at  this  late  day,  attempt  to  arrest  | 
this  diversion  of  the  public  domain  from  its  orig-  i 
iual  object,  of  affording  revenue  to  meet  the  com¬ 
mon  charge  and  expenditure.  The  number  of  acres 
involved  is  about  six  millions — a  mere  trifle  in- 
comparison  with  the  sinuunts  called  for  by  other 
land  bills  now  before  Congress — to  say  nothing  of 
the  hundreds  of  millions  of  acres  heretofore  squan¬ 
dered  in  gratuities,  distributions,  nulroad  grants, 
old  soldier  boonties,  kc.  This  bill,  together  with 
the  bill  vetoed  by  President  Pierce,  for  granting 
lands  in  aid  of  Insane  Asylums  in  the  several 
States,  are,  in  fact,  almost  the  only  two  legitimate 
appropriations  of  the  public  domain  that  have  ever 
been  made. 

The  House,  by  a  decisive  vote,  has  refused  to 
establish  territorial  governments  for  Dacotah, 

Pike’s  Peak,  and  Arizona ;  this  was  effected  by  a 
union  of  republicans  with  anti-administration  dem¬ 
ocrats,  on  the  ground,  generally,  that  the  settlers 
in  these  regions  did  not  need  any  other  govern¬ 
ment  but  such  as  they  could  establish  for  them¬ 
selves  half  so  much  as  they  did  to  be  saved  from 
the  manipulation  of  the  hordes  of  federal  office 
holders  that  would  be  sent  among  them,  were  the 
proposed  bills  passeiL 

The  bill  to  grant  the  widow  of  Gen.  Gunes  a 
pension  of  $50  a  month  for  life  has  passed  both 
houses,  and  become  a  law. 

In  the  House,  on  the  17th,  John  Cassin,  the  miss¬ 
ing  witness  in  the  Printing  investigation,  appeared 
in  custody  and  purged  his  contempt.  Mr.  Eng¬ 
lish’s  bill  regulating  postage  on  newspapers  and 
periodicals  was  passed.  It  provides  for  the  pun¬ 
ishment  of  petty  frauds,  for  which  hitherto  there 
has  been  no  remedy.
